Judgment was reserved by Al- 
berta’s appeal court in the app-al 
brought by Joseph H. Unwin, 
Social Credit member of the 
legislature. against a jury con- 
viction and sentence of three 
months’ imprisonment with hard 
labor imposed on him by Mr. Jus- 
tice W. C. Ives on a charge of 
publishing in the pamphlet 
“Bankers’ Toadies” a defamatory 
libey against nine well-known Ed- 
monton business and professional 
men, “well knowing it to be 
false.” 

Hearing of the appeal occupied 
approximately three - and -a - half 
hours and attracted considerable at- | 
tention from the general public, the 
public section of the court being 
crowded, with many waiting at the 
courtroom doors seeking admission. 
Spectators were only allowed into 
the courtroom to the seating capa- | 
city available, none being allowed | 
to crowd into the corridors.

MANSLAUGHTER

PEACE RIVER, Jan. 20.—The 
jury in the Harvey Leroy 
Thompson murder case left at 
12:15 and returned at 12:45, 
bringing in a verdict “Guilty of 
manslaughter, with strong rec- 
ommendation for mercy.” His 
Honor Judge Tweedie concur- 
Pred in the verdict and gave cog- 
nisance to the recommendation 
and sentenced Thompson to the 
Prince Albert penitentiary for 
a term of five years. 

Feature of Wednesday's evidence 
was the reading of a confession by 
the accused in which he said he 
and his wife had quarreled; that 
she had attacked him with a knife 
after they had retired to bed; and 
that he had struck her on the head 
with a chair, placed her on the bed 
and poured gasoline over her and | 
had then set fire to the bed.

| Edmonton may have «9 stock 
exchange of its own in the near 
future with al! the “powers and 
Privileges usually appertaining to 
@ stock exchange,” if a proposal 
now under way is carried through 
to fruition. It was learned on 
Thursday that an application for 
a privcte bill to incorporate the 
Edmonton Stock Exchange has 
been made to the Clerk of the 
Legislative Assembly and that a 
Private bill to this effect will be 
introduced into the house at the 
session opening on Feb, 10. 

Hugh Calais Macdonald, K.C., is 
acting as solicitor to the applicants 
for the incorporation. 

Copy of the proposed bill has 
not yet been filed with the clerk 
| of the legislature and no details 
| of the proposed exchange have 
| been disclosed, but as “all the 
| powers and privileges” of such an 
| exchange are being sought, the 

purpose is thought to be along the 
| lines of the Calgary exchange or 
; any similar organization operating 

in this country. 

In all there have been eight ap- 
| Plications of notice of introduction 
| of private bills filed with R. A. 
| Andison, clerk of the legislative as- 
|sembly. A fee of $200 is required 
| for each application, so that $1,600 

has been taken in on this account 
to date. 


The cut-off date for filing appli- 
| cations is January 30, after which 
| date a penalty of $10 a day for each 
days delay will be imposed. 

Six applications for private bills 
have been received in respect to 
the estahlishment of Hutterite col- 
onies in this province. There are 
already Hutterite settlements in the 
southern part of the province. 

At the legislative session of 1922 
there were several Hutterite bills 
brought before the house, to incor- 
porate various groups, so that tithes 
could be received and other activi- 
ties relative to sects could be pro- 
ceeded with, but these were reject- 
ed by the house as they contained 
many German phrases and words, 
which were not in the approved 
language of the legislature.

Liberty of Passage Above 
Both Territories Given 


In Peace Time 


OTTAWA, Jan. 20—Four new 
Qviation arrangements, to be rati- 
fled by exchenge of notes be- 
tween Canada and United States, 
will simplify international air 
traffic and unite radio and 
weather informetion facilities of 
the two countries into one vast 
interlocking system to ald com- 
mercial flying. 

Proposals, made public here Wed- 
nesday, were worked in Washing- 
ton last week by Canadian and Am- 
erican experts. When ratified they 
will replace the 1929 aviation ar- 
rangement. 

Arrangements cover flying over 
continental United States, Alaska 
aid Canada, including territorial 
waters, and apply to all aircraft 
other than military, naval, customs 
or police, 


LIBERTY OF PASSAGE 

Each country gives, in time of 
peace, liberty of passage above its 
territories to aircraft of the other 
but the establishment of any regu- 
lar air service to, over or away 
from the territory of each country 
will be subject to specific consent. 

Subject to observance of passport, 
immigration, quarantine and cus- 
toms regulations, aircraft of the two 
countries will enjoy reciprocal priv- 
ileges, and pay the same charges, 
and taxes as each country imposes 
on its own air traffic. Each coun- 
try has the right of reservation of 


ait commerce wholly in that coun | ’ 


try for its own aircraft except that 
right is given aircraft engaged in 
international traffic to carry goods 
or passengers internationally, 


MUTUAL RECOGNITION 


Certificates of airworthiness and 
licenses of personnel issued by the 
competent authorities of either 
country in respect of its aircraft 
will be recognized as having the 
same validity as corresponding doc- 
uments issued by competent sit 
thorities of the other country. 

Each country reserves the eight | 
fo refuse recognition of licenses | 
issued to its nationals by authori- 
ties of the other country. Thus, a 
pilot refused a license in Canada 
but who obtained one in United 
States, would not necessarily have 
his certificate recognized by Can-j| 
adian authorities and the same ap- | 
plies to an American pilot receiv- 
ing a license in Canada. Right is 
reserved to restrict to non-commer- 
cial flying, licenses issued by one, 
country to nationals of the other 
country.

Tt would pay Alberta, in the long run, or 
any other province, to employ considerable num- 
bers of idle men in creating and conserving | 
forests. And the Dominion would be making 
a good long-time investment in helping to bear 
the expense. Forest products are coming into | 
larger demand as the years pass. There is no | 
prospect that the demand will cease. ut the 
forests are shrinking, at an alarming rate, and 
a market for timber is of no use to a country 

that hasn't any- 

Even British Columbia, the richest of all | 
the provinces in this resource, is waking up to 
the fact that timber is getting scarce there. Be- 
cause trees take a long time to grow, forestry 
policy is only useful in proportion as it is under- 
taken decades in advance of the time when the 
products are likely to be required. The forest 
resources of Alberta have never been great in 
comparison. But they are considerable, and 
well worth preserving and enlarging. That is 
one direction in which “planned economy” is 
plain sense, or would be.

A MATTER OF “RECOGNITION” | 
The Japanese ministers have decided they will 
no longer recognize China's central government 
headed by Chiang Kai Shek. Members of Japan's 
army of invasion would be happier if they could 
do the same. Late despatches seem to ; they 
are compelled to recognize the government and 
Chiang as very real and bothersome entities. 


According to these advices, the forces of 
Chiang have stopped running and started to 
fight, at several scattered points, all a long way 
from the Japanese base at Shanghai.

FARM DEBT FIGURES 

Speaking at the U.F.A. convention, Dr, Allen 
of the University of Saskatchewan outlined the 
proportions and the complexity of the debt pro- 
blem which confronts the Saskatchewan farmer, 
and which because of its size and complexity 
also confronts the farmer's creditors, the pro- 
vincial and Dominion Governments, 


Dr. Allen estimated that since 1930 farm 
machinery, buildings, furnishings, equipment, 
family clothing and other articles have depre- 
ciated in that province to a total amount of 
$170,000,000. That sum will have to be spent in 
replacements, repairs and renewals before the 
farms and their occupants will be in as good 
position to operate successfully as they were in 
1930. And in that year, it may be assumed, the 
average Saskatchewan farm home was not a 
model of convenience and comfort nor its occu- 
pants living on a scale above the recognized 
Canadian standard. 

There are approximately 140,000 farms in 
Saskatchewan. The replacement bill facing the 
farmer thus averages at something like $1200. 
That sum has to come from somewhere, before 
he can get back to the 1930 basis for efficiency 
in production 

Therefore this replacement job should take 
priority over the mortgage and other documented 
obligations against him. That would be to the 
interest of his creditors and all other parties con- 
cerned, because until the depreciation is made 
up the farmer must be handicapped in his opera- 
tions—however favorable the season and the 
markets—and his farm cannot recover the value 
it had when the debts were incurred. 

These contracted debts run up to a total of 
$500,000,000, an average roughly of $3500 per 
farm. 

These figures, it should be borne in mind, 
apply to the entire province, including the areas 
where crops have not failed and where farm 
property has been more or less kept up. In the 
dry areas the “run down” ‘amounts to more than 
the calculated $1200 per farm, and the debts to 
more than the $3500 average. 

This should make clear to his creditors that

Farmers in Alberta's dry areas, it may be 
supposed, are in a position not greatly different 
from that of their contemporaries across the pro- 
vincial boundary. And those areas comprise a 
large enough section of this province to make 
the need for debt readjustment here only less 
important than it is in Saskatchewan,

POPULATION 
Man power—or brain power—is the most 
valuable resource of the world, for out of it 
arises civilization and culture. 


There has been a certain complacency about 
the renewal of our human resources, The popu- 
lation of the world trebled in the last 160 years, 
The white races increased from 150,000,000 peo- 
ple in 1780 to 635,000,000 in 1930. That would 
seem to justify the idea that there is no need 
for worry about the natural increase in popu- 
lation. 

Today it is possible for the first time to in- 
ventory man power with some scientific accur- 
acy, not only by, counting heads but by deter- 
mining the contents of the heads. Frederick 
Osborn of New York City, who has collaborated 
with Dr. Frank Lorimer on population studies, 
reported recently to the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science that the old 
process of population growth is coming to a 
period of decline has arrived in most countries 
period of decline has arived in most countries 
of western Europe, 


By using crude birth and death rates, ex- 
perts as recently as a decade ago found the 
population appeared to be rapidly increasing. 
By when the age grouping of the population 
and other factors were considered, it was found 
that true rates for 1930 were 16.9 births per 
1,000, and 16.3 deaths per 1,000, contrasted with 
crude rates of 18.7 and 10.8, 

The slight excess in the rate of intrinsic re- 
production in 1930 above that needed for re- 
placement has been whittled away since that 
time, Mr. Osborn finds. There is no doubt that 
western countries are at present declining in 
numbers in the true or intrinsic long-range 
sense:—Victoria Times. . 


THE BASIS OF RECOVERY 


By Courtland Elliott in “Canadian Business” 

In considering questions like the abve, the 
argument might run something like _ this: 
Granting that Canada’s available wealth con- 
sists only of actual, tangible, developed, physi- 
cal assets such as factories, farms, roads, houses, 
furniture and a host of other itemized prop- 
erty, it is at least questionable whether there 
has been any net increase since 1929, 


While it is true that new roads and houses 
have been built and that new automobiles and 
machinery have been acquired, it is also at 
least questionable whether the additions and 
replacement to these and other forms of de- 
veloped wealth have been sufficient to offset 
the wastage caused by obsolescence and depre- 
ciation, 

Have the new gold mines, for example, com- 
pensated for the rusted implements of produc- 
tion on the farms? Have the new factories 
counterbalanced the growing dilapidation of 
homes? 

Certainly, according to our sad-eyed de- 
baters, neither the period of depression nor the 
period of recovery have been characterized by 
any marked growth in our gross productive as- 
sets of physical wealth. 

In dollars, our developed wealth is probably 
valued at around $25 billions, midway between 
the 1929 and 1932 figures, but the greater part, 
and perhaps all of the rise between 1932 and 
1937, represents merely an increase in values 
because of higher commodity prices, and not 
an increase in wealth itself, Nor would our 
pessimistic friends fail to point out the $154 bil- 
lions increase in our public debts since 1929 
—an amount larger than the debt we contract- 
ed in the Great War. 

These are sombre and unpalatable thoughts 
to pass along to a nation which, for the most 
part, has been reared in an atmosphere of am- 
bition and accomplishment for forty years. 
Fortunately there are bright, silver linings in 
the clouds. 

In the first place, even if the assumptions 
on which they are based are true, the out- 
spoken conclusions could not be proved true 
or false without an appraisal of use-values 
which would be impracticable. Secondly, prog- 
ress is not merely a summation of physical 
facts. Improvements in industrial technique, 
continuation of inventive genius, adaptability 
to changing conditions, are all part and parcel 
of the kind of progress that permits us to draw 
the most out of what we have. Few would 
deny that in the latter sense even the lean 
years of depression have interrupted a con- 
tinued progress. Thirdly, at worst we have had 
only a suspension and not a cessation of wealth- 
creation, and the natural increase in popula- 
tion alone would sooner or later revive the 
process 

Yet the modicum of truth in this strange 
recital of pessimism is that we have not yet 
resumed the kind of growth we had in the first 
thirty years of this century and we have not 
yet experienced the kind of prosperity that we 
vaguely know we want 

Why? 

Prosperity could be defined in many ways, 
but the evidence of its existence would be a 
condition of widespread well-being based on 
the active productive effort of those who 
share it. In other words, prosperity has to be 
earned. There is no royal road to riches 

t is not a confession of failure to concede 
that our progress has been retarded in the 
eventful years since 1929—not, it is important 
to note, because of congestion of a population 
that is predestined to lack the means of self- 
support and not because of a lack of resources 
to which we will once again bend our energies 
~—~but because of a vast alteration of values, a 
restriction of markets and therefore of pro- 
duction, a process of deflation and losses which 
left us with an army of unemployed. 

We were faced in the years of depression 
with a thoroughly unbalanced economy and 
the process of regaining equilibrium and ad- 
justment has necessarily been slow and pain- 
ful while we have been absorbing our losses 
That process is not yet completed, as is evi- 
denced by a continuing burden of unemploy- 
ment, social dependency and idleness in our 
eastern industrial centres and in our western 
farm areas, and by the continuing relief costs 
which have to be shared in our governmental 
expenditures 

It is probably fair to say, therefore, that we 
have had recovery but, by and large, we have 
not had prosperity. This is not the first occa- 
sion that we have had recovery, but it is the 
first occasion that recovery has not been fol- 
lowed by national prosperity. 

More important, however, is the indisput- 
able fact that depression has not robbed our 
population, which is adding one million to its 
numbers every seven years, of the physical

Two excellent methods of using white flour 
are in the making of biscuits and in the making 
of thoroughly dextrinized toast, usually refer- 
red to as Melba toast. 

Hot biscuits may be served as an integral 
part of the winter luncheon, or may be used 
with the dinner meal when it is desired to 
make this a starchy one. When served pipng 
hot, with butter, they are generally relished 
by all members of the family. 

For those who must follow a very strict diet, 
it may be advisable to omit the usual shorten- 
ing agent, making the biscuits of white flour, 
baking powder, and milk. Eggs are used in 
the recipe; the whites being whipped separ- 
ately until stiff and being folded into the flour. 
A pinch of salt is also added. The object si 
to make the biscuits very thin so that they 
will be thoroughly cooked all the way through. 
They may either be rolled out and cut in the 
usual manner, or they may be dropped from a 
Spoon on an ungreased aluminum baking sheet 
and baked until brown. Biscuits of this dype 
will really be more in the form of wafers or 
crackers. 

Those in good health may use the ordinary 
type of biscuit occasionally when a special 
treat is desired. 

Crackers may be substituted for the biscuits 
as the starchy part of the meal when you wish 
to do so. You will find an improvement of 
flavor by toasting them so they are thoroughly 
dry and a golden brown color. 

In addition to crackers made of white flour, 
there are many varieties made of wholewheat. 
Raisins and flaxseed are added to some of them. 
The wholewheat cracker is excellent to give to 
children. 

Some of the shredded wholewheat biscuit 
products provided as a breakfast food are 
wholesome when broken open and re-toasted 
in the oven under the broiler. Because of these 
products being so brittle, it may be desirable 
to soften them by pouring hot water over them, 
after which they are seasoned with butter. 
They may then be eaten with a spoon and will 
supply a good substitute for Melba toast. 

In using any of the crackers or biscuits, and 
also in using wholewheat or cornmeal muffins, 
it is a good plan to make such foods the princi- 
pal starchy food at the meal. The muffins pro- 
vide a welcome change in preparing breakfast 
menus. Crackers or wafers may be used with 
non-starchy soups. 

During the winter most people find it ad- 
visable to add starch to the dietary more ab- 
undantly, as it supplies the material for heat 
and energy. If you are one of those desiring to 
make such an addition, try using the whole- 
some starchy foods which I have discussed to- 
day. 

However, if you use starch in the diet, it is 
a good plan to bear in mind that it will be 
burned more efficiently in the body if you take 
sufficient exercise. I do not suggest that the 
desk-worker use starch in any large quantity, 
and if it is added to the menus, it is a good 
plan to accompany the increase of starch with 
an increase in exercise. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: Harriet W. writes—“I have a 
severe pain which comes off and on and affects 
the side of my face? What is the most likely 
cause?” 

ANSWER: A pain through the side of the 
face may be due to neuralgia, to an abcessed 
tooth or to an impacted wisdom tooth. A neu- 
ralgia-like pain through the cheek is sometimes 
due to an inflammation of the Antrum of High- 
more. Temporary relief may be secured 
through the application of heat in most in- 
stances—in other instances the application of 
cold will seem to do more good. However,: the 
permanent relief of the pain can come only 
from finding the cause and then removing it. 

QUESTION: Avvis N. O- wants to know— 
“For two years I thought I had heart trouble 
and rested religiously. A recent thorough ex- 
amination shows that the heart is sound and 
all the other organs are all right, but still I 
am so tired all the time that life hardly appears 
worth living. Seem to have no strength at all. 
The more I rest, the less pep I have. What is 
the reason for this continual tired feeling?” 

ANSWER: As your examination shows that 
you are physically sound, the best plan is to 
start exercising, beginning very slowly and 
carefully until your flabby muscles are accus- 
tomed to activity. The only way you can ex- 
pect to build up strength is by moving around 
--the more you lie down, the weaker you will 
become. The enjoyment of a normal feeling 
of well-being is the reward of exercise and in- 
asmuch as you have been neglecting the exer- 
cises you no longer enjoy this reward. At the 
same time that you start your exercises, also 
start to use a sensible diet. With the combina- 
tion of right activity and right diet, you will 
probably find your strength increasing day by 
day. In the beginning, balance each exercise 
period by resting afterward.

For example, it was the inflow of British 
capital that kept our increasing population 
busy and prosperous from 1896 to 1913, and it 
was participation in the Great War that re- 
stored industrial and agricultural activity after 
the slump in 1913 and 1914 that followed reck- 
less overborrowing It was the automobile, 
bringing hundreds of millions of tourist traf- 
fic that, added to expanding foreign trade and 
American investment in Canada, lifted us out 
of the primary post-war depression and gave 
us the amazing prosperity of the twenties, 

It was the devaluation of the American dol- 
lar in 1933 and 1934 that suddenly reduced the 
service charges on our debts abroad, revived 
our gold and other metal industries and gave 
a higher value to many of our export products 
that initiated recovery on the scale we have 
recently experienced, 

Whatever may be our faith in this modern 
age in monetary intervention or government 
regulation as spurs to prosperity and social 
well-being, we cannot afford to forget that 
prosperity is wilimately founded on produc-

ANIPULATION and control of 

the ball rests in the fingers. 

A ball with holes that are too 
far apart causes the bowler to 
Press his grip in an effort te hold 
the ball securely. This often will 
result in the ball backing up after 
it gets down the alley about 40 
fect. At that point a pressed ball 
loses its english. 

In gripping the ball, insert the 
thumb as far as it will go. This is 
contrary to the advice of some. 

Keep your eyes off the pins. Some 
very fine bowlers advise you to 
watch the head pin constantly, but 
I insist that is wrong. 

As I have stressed in previous 
articles, keep your eyes on a spot 
12 or 14 feet down the alley. 

This gives the bowler the ten- 
dency to follow throukh with his 
arm, rather than snopping the ball 
in delivery. The follow through is 
just as essential in bowling as it is 
in other sports. Watch that picked 
dot and try to guide the bo'l so 
that it rolls over the spot and fol- 
lows a line to the head pin. 

T can't stress the importance of 
finding the spot too much, Once I 
get the drift of an alley. I can bowl 
just as well blind-folded.
